TOLD THE SURVIVORS. 


Fear, Panic, Confusion Faced by Cool, 
Deliberate Heroism of Highest Type. 


\ Two Hundred of Crew Killed by First Impact of 
Giant Liner With Iceberg —Wives Torn from Hus- 
band Who Wait Stoically Four Dreadful Hours After 
All Lifeboats Are Gone, for Merciful Death Plunge.

EW YORK, April 18. [ Exclusive Dispatch] First stories 
of the survivors on the Carpathia pieced together, though told 
"in disjointed, hysterical fashion, paint a picture of the awful 
Titanic calamity, full of horror, fear, panic and confusion, Hun- 
dreds were asleep in their beds, scores were sitting at the tables in 
the card rooms, smoking rooms and saloons, when the Titanic hit the 
iceberg with a terrific shock that sent them hurling across their 
cabins. 
Stunned by the terrific impact, the dazed passengers, many of 
them half clad, rushed from their staterooms into the main saloon, 
amid the crash of splintering steel, rending of plates and shattering 
of girders, while the boom of falling pinnacles of ice upon the broken 
deck of the great vessel added to the horror. | 
Ina wild confusion, men, women and children rushed about the 
saloons and cabins of the great steamship as though driven out of 
their senses. No one knew what had happened, and every one feared 
that the vessel would sink before they could reach the boats. 
In a wild, apparently ungovernable mob, they poured out of the 
saloons to witnets one of the most appalling scenes possible to 
ceive. Towered above the shattered bow of the great steamship, 
were the glistening pinnacles of the monster iceberg, against which

Above the din of the panic rose the hoarse orders of the captain, 
repeated by the second, third and fourth officers down the list. The 
remnants of the crew rallied about the lifeboats and while some beat 
back the panic-stricken passengers, who crowded about them, others 
prepared to lower the boats. | | 
Everybody to the boats!” was the startling cry that was re- 
peated from end to end of the Titanic. | 
“Women, and children first,” was the order that went along the 
line of the lifeboats. | 
“Shoot the first man who attempts to get into a boat.” ig 
Armed officers with revolvers in their hands, faced the, fear- 
crazed throng that poured like an overwhelming flood through the 
gangways and upon the upper deck. First-class passengers, who kept 
their wits amid the awful confusion of the first ten minutes, rallied 
to the support of the crew and with drawn revolvers awed the mob 
which fought to climb into the lifeboats. Men who thrust women 
aside and climbed into the boats were seized and hurled back onto 
the deck, or over the rail. When one refused to go or fought the 
orders of the officers, a shot ended the dispute. 


“MUST DROWN LIKE RATS.” 


Not all of the first cabin passengers were among those who 
aided the crew to fight off the mob, and some re eae 
who added to the horror and panic by struggling to be the first on 
board the lifeboats. Then came the shudder of the riven bulk of 
the once magnificent steamship, as she slid back from the shelving 
ice upon which she had driven, and her bow settled deeply into the 


water. 
“We're lost! we'se lost!” was the cry that rose from hundreds 
of throats. “The is sinking; we must drown like rats!” 


Women in evening with jewels about their necks, knelt 
on deck amid the vast, fear-stricken throng, crowded about the life- 
boats and prayed for help. Others, clad in their night clothing, 
begged the officers to let them enter the boats. 

Without food, without clothing and with only the clothes in 
which they stood when the horrible shock came, the women were 
tossed over the rails of the lifeboats, the davits were swung out, a 
few men were picked to man the oars, an officer to command the 
boat and the order to “lower away!” was shouted. The little craft 
laden with living freight were launched. 

Men whose names and reputation were prominent in two hemi- 
spheres, were shouldered out of the way by roughly dressed Slavs 
Husbands were separated from their wives in the 
battle to reach the boats. Tearful leave-takings, as the lifeboats, one 
after another, were filled with sobbing women and lowered upon the 
ice-covered surface of the ocean, were heartbreaking.

ene of them was knocked down. 
Many of them felt the slight jar and 
rushed out on deck. They saw only 
blackness ahead. The ship's lights, 
however, were still burning. There 
was nothing to indicate they were soon 
to be victimes of probably the biggest 
marine tragedy in the history of the 
world. 

As nearly as most of the passen- 
gers can remember, the Titanic, slid- 
ing through the water at no greater 
speed than had been consistently 
maintained during all of the trip, 
went gracefully a few feet out of 


tremble. She rolled slightly and then 
pitched. e shock was scarcely 
noticeable those on board and drew 
only a few loungers over to the decks. 
Officers and petty officers were hurry- 
ing about. There was no destruction 
within the ship, at least not in the 
sight of the passengers. There was 
no panic. BHverything that could be 
seen tended to alleviate what little 
fear had crept into the minds of the 
passengers who were more apprehen- 
sive than regular travelers who cross 
the ocean at this season of the year 
and who are more used to experienc- 
ing small quivers. 

Not one person aboard the Titanic, 
unless, possibly, it was the mén of the 
crew who were working far below, 
knew the extent of the injuries the 
Titanic had sustained. Many of the 
passengers had taken time to dress, 
o sure were they there was no dan- 

r. They came out on the deck, 
fookea the situation over and were 
unable to see the slightest sign that 
the Titanic had been torn open be- 
neath the water line. 

A woman whose name could not be 
remembered by Capt. C. F. Crain of 
the United States army, to whom she 
toll her story on board the Carpathia 
as soon as she was lifted out of one 
of the lifeboats more dead than alive 
from exhaustion and from excitement 
and shock, declared she herself had 
dressed after the collision. Her fears 
were calmed by the afficers of the 
Titanic, who said there was no dan- 
ger, and she went back to sleep, sat- 
isfied, also, of her safety from her own 
observation. Dozens of other persons 
went through the same performance, 
but they went to sleep when they re- 
turned to their staterooms, and when 
the Titanic settled within four hoyrs 
after she had been struck, they were 
drowned like rats in traps in their 
first-cabin-passengers quarters.

No Sign of Panic on the 
Titanic’s Decks. 


Calm of Passengers and Crew 
Almost Ominous. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, April 18.—Following 
is the account of Mr. Beasley of Lon- 
don: 

“The voyage from Queenstown had 
been quite uneventful as very fine 
weather was experienced and the sea 
was quite calm. The wind had been 
westerly southwesterly the whole 
way, but cold, particularly the 
last day. In fact after dinner on Sun- 
Gay evening it was almost too cold 
to be out on deck at all. 

“I had been in my berth for about 
ten minutes when at about 11:15 p.m. 
I felt a slight ar and then soon after 
a second one, but not sufficiently 
large to cause any anxiety to any- 
one, however, nervous they may have 
been. However, the engines stopped 
immediately afterward and my first 
thought was— she has lost a propel- 
ler.’ 


“I went upon the top (boat) deck 
in a dressing gown and found only a 
few people there who had come up 
similarly to inquire why we had 
stopped, but there was on sort of 
anxiety in the minds of anyone. We 
saw through the smoking-room win- 
dow a game of cards going on and 
went in to inquire if they knew any- 
thing; it seems they felt more of the 
jar and looking through the window 


had seen a huge iceberg go by close] 


to the side of the boat. They thought 
we had just grazed it with a glanc- 
ing blow and the engines had been 
Pog to see if any damage had been 

one. 

“No one, of course, had any notion 
that she had been pierced below by 
part of the submerged iceberg. The 
game went on without any thought 
of disaster and I retired to my cabin 
to read until we went on again. 
never saw any of the players or the 
onlookers n. 

“A little later, hearing people go- 
ing upstairs, I went out again and 
found everyone wanting to know why 
the engines had stopped. No doubt 
many were awakened from sleep by 
the sudden stopping of a vibration 
to which they had become aceustomed 
during the four days we had been on 
board. Naturally with such powerful 
engines as the Titanic carried, the vi- 
bration was very noticeable all the 
time and the sudden stopping had 
something the same «ect as the 
stopping of a loud ticking grandfath- 
rs clock In a room. 

“On going on deck again, I saw 
that there was an undoubted list 
downward from stern to bows, but, 
knowing nothing of what had hap- 
pened, concluded some of the front 
compartments had filled and weighed 
her down. 

THE LIFE BELTS. 


“I went down again to put on 
clothing and as I dressed 
heard an order shouted: 

all passengers on deck with life 
belts on.’ 

“We all walked slowly up with them 
tlel on over our clothing, but even 
then presumed thig was a precaution 
the captain was taking and that we 
should return in a short time and re- 
tire to bed. There was total ab- 
sence of panic or any expressions of 

and I suppose this can be ac- 
counted for by the exceedingly calm 
night and the absence of any signes of 
the accident. The ship was absolutely 
still and, except for a gentle tilt down- 
ward, which I don't think one person 
in ten would have noticed at that 
time, no signs of the approaching dis- 
aster were visible. She lay just as 
she were waiting the order to go on 
again when some trifling matter had 
been adjusted. But in a few moments 
we saw the covers lifted from the 
boats and the crews allotted to them 
standing by and coiling up the ropes 
which were to lower them dy the 
pulley blocks into the water, 

“We then began to realize it was 
more serious than had been supposed 
and my first thought was to go down 
and get more clothing and some 
money, but, seeing people pouring up 
the stairs, decided it was better not 
to cause confusion to people coming 
up by so doing. Presently we heard 
the order: 

„„All men stand back away from 
the boats and all ladies retire to the 
next deck below’—the smoking-room 
deck, or B deck. 

“The men all stood away and re- 
mained in absolute silence 
against the end railing of the dec 
or pacing slowly up and down. 

“The boats were swung out and 
lowered on A deck. When they were 
to the level of B deck, where all the 
ladies were collected, the ladies got in 
quickly, with the exception of some 
who refused to leave their husbands. 

“In some cases they were torn from 
them and pushed into the boats, but 
in many instances they were allowed 
to remain because there was no one 
to insist they should go.

A SLANTING DIVE. 
“Then, with a quiet, slanting dive, 


many people—we had sixty or seventy 


bers of the crew who toiled away 
with the oars and kept themselves 
warm. . 

“And then, there fell on the ear the 
most appalling noise that human be- 
ing ever listened to—the cries of hun- 
dreds of our fellow beings struggling 
in the icy cold water. crying for heip 
with a cry that we knew could not be 
answered. We wanted to return and 
pick up some of those swimming, but 
this would have meant swamping our 
boat and loss of the lives of all of us. 

“We tried to sing to keep the women 
from hearing the cries and the men 
rowed hard to get away from the scene 
of the wreck, but I think the memory 
of those sounds will be one of the 
things the rescued will find it difficult 
to efface from memory. We are all 
trying hard not to think of ft. 

“We kept a look-out for lights and 
several times it was shouted that 
steamer lights were seen, but they 
turned out to be either a light from 
another boat or a star low down on 
the horizon. About 3 a.m. we saw 
faint lights showing in the sky and all 
rejoiced to see what we expected was 
the coming dawn, but after watching 
for half an hour and seeing no change 
in the intensity ot the light, realized it 
was the Northern Lights. 

BEHOLD A LIGHT. 

Presently low down on the horizon 
we saw a light which slowl? resolved

EW YORK, April 18.—Col. Archi- 
bald Gracie, U.S. A., the last man 
saved, went down with the ves- 
sel, but was picked up. He was met 
tonight by hid daughter, who had 
arrived from Washington, and his 
son-in-law, Paul H. Fabricius. 

Col. Gracie denied emphatically re- 
ports of panic on board. He praised 
the ‘behavior of both the 

and the crew, and paid a high tribute 
to the heroism of the women passen- 
gers. 

“Mrs. Isidor Straus went to her 
death because she would not desert 
her husband,” he said. “Although he 
pleaded with her to take her place in 
the boat, she steadfastly refused, and 
when the ship settied at the head the 
two were enguifed by the wave that 
‘ewept her.“ 

Col. Gracie told how he was driven 
to the topmost deck when the ship 


‘| eettled, and was the sole survivor aft- 


er“tpe wave that swept her just be- 
fore her final plunge had passed. 

“I jumped with the wave,” said 
he. “I have often jumped with the 
breakers at the seashore. By great 
good fortune I managed to grasp 


and I hung on by might and main. 
When the ship plunged down I was 
forced to let go, and I was swirled 
around and around for what seemed 
to be an interminable time. Eventua!l- 
ly I came to the surface to find the 
sea a mass of tangled wreckage. 
SEIZES LIFE RAFT. 

“Luckily, I was unhurt, and seized 
a wooden grating floating near by. 
When I had recovered my breath 1 
discovered a large canvas and cork 
life raft which had floated up. A man 
whose name I did not learn was strug- 
gitng toward it from some wreckage 
to which he had clung. I cast off and 
helped him to get into the raft and 
We then began the work of rescuing

Pumps were started in the engine- 
room, but the water poured into the 
great hull in such torrents, through 
scores of rents, that all knew the 
fight to save the steamship was hope- 
less 


Overhead the wireless buzzed the 
news to the other steamships. The 
little fleet of lifeboats withdrew to a 
safe distance and the 1500 left on 
board with no boats waited four long 
hours of the merciful death plunge 
which ended all. 

Some of the passengers who could 
be questioned tonight declared posi- 
tively and in the strongest terms that 
not one single man attempted to push 
a woman aside or to advance his 
own chances for being rescued. The 
boats were filled with those who 
could get into them. Some men were 
permitted to enter the boats only be- 
cause so many women had retired to 
their rooms and were asleep that all 
the women in sight already had been 
placed on board the lifeboats. 
Eighteen lifeboats were loaded with 
those who were to survive. One life 
raft was manned and loaded to its ca- 
pacity. 

CARPATHIA TO THE RESCUE. 

The Carpathia was steaming along 
the edge of the great field of ice at 
a little less than her normal speed. 
Suddenly the dreaded 8.0.8.“ signal 
was received by the wireless operator 
on board the Carpathia. The Car- 
pathia was sent ahead, her passen- 
gers all on deck and hanging over the 
rail. 
Hour after hour passed and still 
the Carpathia plunged ahead regard- 
lesa of danger. 

Finally a over 
ter. The Carpe was 
to the first of the eighteen lif@boats 
of the Titanic. 

The crew of the second lifeboat re- 
fused to come on board the Car- 
pathia, but manned their oars ogain 
and sailed away. In half an hour, 
just as the last load of the remain- 
ing seventeen boats, filled with shiver- 
ing, hysterical, grief-stricken and, in 
many cases, unconscious women and 
nearly exhausted men, Was climbing 
over the bulging sides of the Car- 
pathia, the lifeboat that had disap- 
peared, came bobbing over the waves 
again. 

A few spars, a box or two, a few 
small pieces of other wreckage was 
the only portion of the Titanic corpse 
that lived on the water surface to be 
beheld by the persons oh board the 
ship that had rughed to the rescue. 

It was just breaking day when the 
rescue work was completed. 80 ex- 
hausted were the survivors that 
scarcely any of them were able te 
tell their story of what actually 
had happened until late in the after- 
noon of Monday. It seemed impos- 
sible to obtain a complete story of 


the tragedy. 
Certainly few of the Titanſe 5 
sengers were hurt on board tha 
great vessel. Few of the persons 
who came in among the survivors of 
the Carpathia bore marks of 
jury. Their sufferings were caused 
lefiy by exposure, shock and grief. 
The latter was terrible. Many of the 
women had walked into a boat after 
kissing their husbands and children 
good-by. 
WOMEN SAW AWFUL PLUNGE. 

The men stood back expecting only 
that thelr rescues would be only a 
littie delayed. More boats were to be 
launched, they thought, and as soon 
as rescue, being summoned even then 
by the wireless apparatus on board 
the Titanic, was at hand for the wom- 
en. they, too, would be taken on 
board the relief ships As they stood 
thinking of this the great Titanic 
even then was settling. They over- 
looked the danger. 

The women in the lifeboats saw 
their loved ones plunged to death 
The survivors’ boats were bobbing 
about in the waves all within a radius 
of half a mile of the great Titanic 
when, with a rar and burst of 
spray, she settled and passed out of 
sight for the lust time. 

Then began one of the midst tortur- 
ous experiences for the helples 
women in the drifting lffehoats that 
human being was ever compelled to 
endure. It was black night. Fortu- 
nately several of the men who were 
saved and some of the few petty ot 
ficere who had aided in manning the 
lifeboats held a few matches in their 
pockets. Their torches were !mpro- 
vised from letters and scraps of 
papers that were found in their pock- 
ets. There was nothing to be seen. 
The torches, the only- hope of those 
who thought they were doomed to 
death, were being carefully guarded 
and many times those who held them 
were implored to light them in the 
faint hope that rescue was closer at 
hand than even the most sanguine 
could have believed. 

HUGE HULK IN GRAY FOG. 

But the strong prevailed. and it was 
not until the first rocket that the strug- 
gling occupants of the lifeboats saw 
shoot heavenward from the Carpathia 
that the first of the torches was ap- 
lied with a match, and its filmy blaze 

ot up as high as was possible when 
one of the men was held on the 
shoulders of five others standing up 
and waved the flaming papers until 
it burned down to his fingers tips. 

The desolate groups huddled togeth- 
er in the tossing and rolling tiny 
crafts could not tell whether their 
torch had been seen by the ship that 
was firing the rockets. They walied 
fifzeen minutes and the operation wad 
repeated. Then the huge hulk of 
the Carpathia took form in the gray 
of the breaking morning and she swept 
awiftly.down into the center of the 
widely separated fleet of lifeboats, with 
their human freight, then more dead 
than alive. They had been for ap- 
proximately eight hours in the open, 
with the waves sending spray. and at 
intervals whole barrels full of water 
in upon them. ey were drenched, 
and the severe cold was freezing their 
clothing to their bodies. Only a few 
of them were able to walk when final- 
ly it came their turn to be taken on 
board the Carpathia. 

The Carpathia’s sailors, unable te 
drag on board their craft with those 
who were lying unconscious in the bot- 
tom of the lifeboats, went after them, 
and the unconscious ones were lifted 
up to other sailors standing on the 
Carpathia’s ladders. Everything that | 
could be done for the survivors was 
done on the Carpathia. Several of 
them had been cut and bruised in 
their attempts to get into the te- 
boats, and by falling from exhaustion 
during the awful ordeal they were 
compelled to pass through while walt- 
ing for the Carpathia to come to their 
relief. These were given surgical care. 
The others were placed in bed, and 
few, if any of them were able during 
the rest of the voyage to go on deck. 
Only four dead bodies were taken on 
board the Carpathia from the te-

ONDON, April 18.—[{Exclusive 
L Dispatch.} “Opposition to the 
™ financial sacrifices requisite were 
responsible for the Titanic horror,” 
said Capt. George A. Chaddock, a 
former officer of the Cunard line 
and a lifelong student of shipbuild- 
ing, to the correspondent of the 
Angeles Times today. “Since young 
manhood it has been my special 
concern to bring about greater se- 
curity at sea. 

“My ambition was the resujt of 
the fact that my first ship was lost. 
False swearing deprived me of my 
master’s certificate in connection 
with that event. Although the dep- 
rivation was for only six months, 
my own opinion has always been 
that the ship was deliberately sent 
to sea to be cast away. 

“Let that pass, however. My ex- 
perience showed that the principle 
of the vertical bulkhead was wrong, 
and the sinking of the Titanic shows 
the same thing. When J. Bruce 
Temay saw what had happened— 
when he saw the Titanic grievously 
wounded on the nose—you may be 
sure that his thoughts flashed back 
to an interview between his late 
father and myself, at which he was 
present and 4uring which I proved 
logically

would sink Inevitably and quickly by 
the head. 

“The Ismays knew I was right. 
They went repeatedly to the build- 
ers of the Titanic and tried in vain 
to induce them to adopt my con- 
ception of ship mn in the 
White Star boats. I have great sym- 
pathy for Mr. Ismay, for he did his 


best and failed. 
Then I went to several other 
ship owners, among them the late 


Sir Alfred Jones, proprietor of the 
Eider-Dempster line. Without ex- 
ception these men admitted the 
soundness of my principles, but what 
did they say further’? 

“Captain,” they aid, ‘you are 
right, but your plans are commer- 
clally impossible. Give them up. If 
you press them you will make lots 
of enemies and accomplish nothing. 
Do you realize what building one 
unsinkabdie ship would mean? It 
would be a morta! blow to the whole 


— industry as it exists to- 
day.’ 

“That was what met me every- 
where. I found the obstacle immov- 
able. I traveled, lectured and spent 
my means for years in a vain s le 
to arouse public opinion. But the er 
of personal reputation and wealth 
was too much for me. No one man 
can win this fight. Nothing short 
of the outraged public of two conti- 
nents can do it. The newspapers 
and prominent men, backed by the 
British and American people, can 
sweep every insecure vessel from the 


seas. 

“All the time these many years I 
have known, and the men who have 
examined my principles have known, 
that the multitudes crossing and re- 
0 the oceans have been com- 
fortable and happy in a fool's para- 
dise. The fact has been proved by 
disaster after disaster, yet nothing 
has been done. Nothing has ever 
been realized by the public of the 
fact that the shipbullders have kept 
their floating death traps and with 
them their stupendous vested inter- 
ests. If the searchlight of the Titanic 
calamity—if the death of those hun- 
@reds of heroic men—makes clear to 
the world the plain facts as to this 
kind or shipbuilding, then one will 
begin to understand why God let it 
happen. 

“Now I am going to tell you brief- 
iy ‘the difference between a safe ship 
and an unsafe one. I am not looking 
either for notoriety or money, 
motive is purely one of humanity. 

“As I have said, the vertical bulk- 
head, or water-tight compartment, is 
worse than useless. In the event of 
a pierced hull, only a partial flood- 
ing takes places. This causes the ves- 
sel to assume a dangerous angle and 
to plunge down either by the head or 
the stern. Assuming, of course, that 
the wound is a deep one, the vessel 
sinks so quickly that the boats, even 
if enough boats are carried, cannot 
be launched soon enough. The angle 
of the ship makes the launching of 
life craft difficult and also increases 
the panicky tendencies of the passen- 
gers and crew. Now, if a ship must 
sink, I hold that it should settle down 
gradually and evenly in the old way, 
thus giving the longest possible time 
under favorable conditions for life- 
saving. 

“My plan is to abandon the vertical 
bulkheads and to substitute horizon- 
tal bulkheads. In other words, each 
deck would be a self-contained and 
seaworthy ship by itself. There would 
be sliding iron hatchways and when 
closed they would be integral with 
the hole in the iron deck. The 
hatches now used are a delusion and 
a snare, dating from the single-deck 
ship of a bygone age. They were 
made of wood and are immediately 
blown or washed upward by the in- 
rush of water, permitting the flooding 
of hold after hold in the injured part 
of the ship and rendering quick foun- 
dering inevitable. My plan provides 
for the effective covering, not only

STUNNED, AGHAST, 
AND SPEECHLESS.

[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, April 18.— 4A pas- 
senger on the Carpathia made the fol- 
lowing statement; 

“I was awakened at about half past 
twelve at night by a commotion on 
the decks which seemed unusual, but 
there was no excitement. As the boat 
was moving I paid little attention to 
it, and went to sleep again. About 
3 o'clock I again awakened. I no- 
ticed that the boat had stopped. I 
went to the deck. The Carpathia had 
changed her course. Lifeboats were 
sighted and began to arrive—and soon 
one by one, they drew up to our side. 

“There were sixteen in all and the 
transferring of the passengers was 


most pitiable. The adults were assisted 


in climbing the rope ladders by ropes 
adjusted to their waists. The little 
childr and babies were hoisted to 
the deck in bags. Some of the boats 
were crowded, a few were not half 
full. This I could not understand. 
“Some people were in full evening 
dress. Others were in their night 
clothes and were wrapped in blankets. 
These with immigrants in all sorts of 
shapes were hurried into the saloon 
for a hot breakfast. They had been in 
the open boats for four or five hours 
in the mest biting air I ever exper- 
ienced. There were husbands without 


wives, wives without husbands, parents 


without children, and children without 
parents. But there was no demonstra- 
tion. No sobs—scarcely a word spok- 
en. They seemed to be stunned. 

“Immediately after breakfast divine 
service was held in the saloon. One 
woman died in a lifeboat three 
others died soon after reaching our 
detk—thetr*bodies were buried in the 
sea at 5 o'clock that afternoon. None 
of the rescued had any clothing ex- 
cept what they bad on. A relief com- 
mittee was formed and our passengers 
contributed enough for their immed- 
ia to needs. 

“When her lifeboats pushed away 
from the steamer, I was told, the Ti- 
tante was brilliantly lighted, the band 
was playing and the captain was 
standing on the bridge giving direc- 
tions. 

“The bow was well submerged and 
the keel rose high above the water. 
Suddenly the boat seemed to break in 
two. The next moment everything 
disappeared. The survivors were 80 
close to the sinking steamer that they 
feared the lifeboats would be drawn 
into the vortex. There were’ prepara- 
tions for a brilliant party to be given 
on board the next evening. 

“On our way. back to New York, we 
steamed along the edge of a field of 
ice which seemed limitless. As far as 
the eye could see to the north there 
was no blue water. At one time I 
counted thirteen icebergs.” 


HUSBAND AND WIFE

Board of Trade Will Meet

LONDON, April 18.—The actual 
number of passengers and crew on 
board the Titanic at the time of the 
disaster was 2208, according to Syd- 
ney Buxton, president of the Board 
of Trade, in reply to a question in 
the House of Commons this afternoon. 
A searching inquiry into matters 
concerning the catastrophe to the Ti- 
tanic pertaining to the respective de- 
partments, was promised in the 
House of Commons by Mr. Buxton, 
and Herbert L. Samuel, postmaster 
general. 

The postmaster general said he al- 
ready had taken up the false reports 
that had been published. He con- 
tinued: 

“Iam making inquiries as to wheth- 
er the wireless messages from ships 
holding my license for wireless tele- 
graphy on which the reports were 
represented to be founded were in 
fact sent from those ships.” 

Some members of the House of 
Commons suggested that the false re- 
ports had been spread with a view 
of affecting the premiums on re-in- 


surance, but r. Samuel said that 
matter was not within his cogniz- 
ance. 


Mr. Buxton, who was plied with 
questions, said the Titanic actually 
carried sixteen boats on her davits, 
giving accommodation for 990 per- 
sons. Other boats carried provided 
accommodation for another 188, mak- 
ing together a total of 1178. In addi- 
tion, there were forty-eight  Ilife- 
buoys and 3560 life belts. 

Mr. Buxton explained that a com- 
mittee had been appointed last year 
to revise Board of Trade regulations: 
but that its report had not been 
deemed wholly satisfactory and had 
been referred back. He added that 
expert authority had never suggested 
that all vessels, no matter how well 
supplied with water tight compart- 
menta, should be compelled to carry 
life boats for all on board. A new 
situation has been created by the loss 
of the Titanic, however, he said, and 
would be met “not in a panic,’ bat 
with all available information at 
hand, 

M Buxton said he was not pre- 
pared to express an opinion whether 
British passenger steamers should be 
prevented from taking the northern 
route in the spring months. This and 
other questions were to be submitted 
to a searching inquiry. He was afraid 
also the Board of Trade had no power 
to prevent racing for records. 

AnProuncements are appearing in in- 
creasing numbers in the newspapers 
that the trans-Atlantic lines are or- 
dering lifeboats nearly doubling the 
present capacity. 

The relief funds being raised here

two blocks from the pier en the north, 
east and south. Everything was done 
to expedite the passage of the res- 
cued ones and to make their trans- 
ference from the pier to home or ho- 
tele as easy and comfortable as pos- 
sible. 

Watching the pier sheds were nun- 
dreds who had the keenest personal 
interest in the survivors. Young Vin- 
cent Astor was there with an automo- 
bile, waiting, Mre. John Jacob As- 
tor, and still hoping that by sume 
chance good news would be given of 
his father. J. P. Morgan, Jr., was an 
early arrival. There was a committee 
from the Stock Exchange, headed by 
Ransom H. Thomas, the »oresident; “. 
A. B. Widener of Philadelphia, the 
traction magnate, who waited for his 
daughter-in-law. and grandson, but 
with no hope left of the survival of 
his son, George D. Widener. Senator 
William A. Clark, Dr. Herman Frau- 
enthal and others with relatives and 
friends aboard the incoming boat en- 
deavored to master their anxiety and 
waited with what patience they could 
muster for hours. The piers were 
crowded with representatives of relief 
organizations, ambulances and sur- 
geons from the hospitals, with Sisters 
of Charity, nurses, doctors—all those 
who could be of any help in alleviat- 
ing distress or suffering. 

Save only for their hats, the women 
were fully dressed, and it turned out 
that the Titanic's survivors had been 
well cared for by the Carpathias peo- 
ple. Clothing had been supplied them 
in their need and everything had been 
done to make them comfortable. 

One of the things that lingers grate- 
fully in the minds of the survivors 
was the music that floated to them 
over the waters as the Titanic slowly 
filled and settled. The band was play- 
ing solemn tunes. To the straining 
ears of the people in the boats came 
first “When We Meet Beyond,” and 
later, when the great ship had sagged 
still deeper in the water, the band 
played softly, “Nearer My God to 
Thee.”

EW YORK, April 18.—How the; 

White Star liner Titanic, which 

was the largest ship afloat, sank 
off the Grand Banks of Newfound- 
land on Monday morning, last, carry- 
ing to their death 1601 of the 2340 
persons aboard, was told fo the world 
in all its awful details for the first 
time tonight with the arrival in New 
York of the Cunard liner Carpathia 
bearing the exhausted survivors of the 
catastrophe. 

Of the great facts that stand out 
from the chaotic account of the trag- 
edy, these are the most salient: 

The death list has increased, rather 
than debreased. Six persons died 
after being rescued. 

The list of prominent persons lost 
stands as previously reported. 

Practically every woman and child, 
with the exception of those women 
who refused to leave their husbands, 
were saved. 

Among those lost was Mrs. Isidor 
Straus.

The accounts 
also agree substantially that when the

that many wished to remain on 
board the Titanic, believing her to be 
unsginkable.” 

The most distressing stories are 
those giving the experiences of the 
passengers in lifeboats. These tell not 
onty of their own suffering, but give 
the harrowing details of how they 
saw the great hulk of the Titanic 
Stand on end, stern uppermost, for 
several minutes before plunging to 
the bottom. The survivors in the 
boats saw. many of those whom they 
had just left behind leaping from the 
decks into the water.

Viola Carver Lashes Out at 
Sworn Witness. 


Pale, Pretty Prisoner Sets 
Courtroom on Edge. 


In Words and Pantomime 
She Rehearses Killing.

Worn to the far limit of endurance 
by three and a half hours on the wit- 
ness stand, during which she rehearsed 
in words and dumb show every detail 
of the killing of J. Edwin Edge, Viola 
Carver yesterday tore the mask from 
her pale, contained face and spat the 
lie direct at a sworn witness. 

“You lie!” she cried. “You did! 
You did! You know you did!” she 
ried at Officer Steiner who, under 
oath, had just denied that he had 
acted on the presumption that the 
girl slayer of the young realty broker 
had been more gravely wronged than 
she herself said. 

Intensely moved by the long story 
which the questions of her attorney 
and the grilling examination of Depu- 
ty District Attorney Shannon had 
brought from the girl's lips, Justice 
Chambers’s crowded courtroom was 
startied almost to crying out with her 
as she leaned from the prigoner’s 
dock and hurled her accusation at 
Steiner. 

The early part of the girl's testi- 
mony had to do with her struggles 
with poverty and her acquaintance- 
ship with Edge. Her account of the 
tragic happenings of March 12 was 
substantially as follows: 

HER STORY, 

“With the muff and revolver In my 
right hand, I went up to the office of 
Edge in the Consolidated Realty 
building, as he had invited me to come 
up on that day. He was telephoning 
when I came in, and motioned for 
me to sit down. After he was 
through with the phone, he wanted 
me to come into his private office, but 
I told him I could not stay, as I had 
come merely th say good-by to him 
and go away. 

“He persuaded me to enter the in- 
ner room, however, and when we were 
in there, I stood up, with my back to 
the door, and de placed his foot upon 
the chair and his chin on his hand. 
1 told him that I wanted to say good- 
by to him. He asked me what I 
meant, and was 1 going back to Ta- 
coma. I told him that I was going 
to kill myself, right then and there. 

“I then pulled the gun from my 
muff, and was putting it to my hend. 
Edge grew pale, and his mouth was 
open, and he made a quick spring 


so tight that it paralyzed my hand, 
and the next thing I knew I saw him 
fall. I didn’t even know the gun had 
gone off. I was bewildered. Just 
then Mr. Freeman came in, and I 
wanted to get the gun and kill my- 
self. When the officer arrived I told 
him that I had killed Mr. Bdge, but 
meant to kill myself. 
“DIDN'T MEAN TO.” 

“I did not intend to kill Mr. Bdge. 
He was a good friend, and we had 
no quarrel. That day I had kept 
thinking where I could kill myself, 
but I did not think I would do it in 
his office. I made up my mind to 
kill myself after I received the let- 
ter from my mother, telling me I had 
no business giving my money to brs. 
Chapman.”

Mrs. Walter Miller Clark is 
in the Hotel Knickerbocker, 
New York, in as good condition 
as could possibly be expected 
after her terrible experience in 
the Titanic catastrophe. Her 
husband, the son of J. Ross 
Clark, has not been heard from, 
and there seems little possi- 
bility that he was saved from 
the sea. 

The young wife is hopeful, 
however, that he was picked 
up, according to a message she 
sent home last night through 
her uncle by marriage, former 
Senator Clark, and her, words 
brought a little brightness with 
them. While she was being 
taken from the awful scene 
Mrs. Clark saw a lifeboat and 
two fishing smacks in the vi- 
cinity prepared to rescue any 
within seach, and she hopes 
that her husband was among 
these.

Mexican Consul in this city, will 
surrender his post next month and 
return to Mexico. Dr. Baca has been 
in charge of Mexican affairs here since 
the election of President Madero. He 
took the place of Consul Ellas, a 
strong adherent of Provisional Presi- 
dent De la Barra. Preceding him was 
Antonio Lazano, appointee of ex- 
ident Diaz. 

Baca’s position here has been made 
untenable by the protests of several 
thousand Mexicans in Los Angeles, 
who, for the past two months, have 
been holding indignation meetings 
against him. It was declared on the 
part of the protestants that Baca, a 
Mexican aristocrat, was not in sym- 
oy! with the common people; that 
that when any of his countrymen 
asked his aid they were treated 
but little consideration. 

Some time ago 4 protest signed by 


e did not do what they desired, and 


3000 Mexicans in Los Angeles and 
vicinity was sent to President Madero 
asking that Baca be relieved of his 
duties here. While it is not known 
that his return to Mexica has been at 
the direct command of Madero, it is 
understood that it has been accelerated 
by local conditions, 

In returning to the City of Mexico, 
where he is well known, and identified 
with one of the aristocratic families 
of the old regime, Baca expresses the 
view that his work here has not been 
appreciated, and that the Mexican 
colony has misunderstood him in 
many ways. Those who know his dip- 
lomatic record declare that the pos- 
tion here is not suited to him. 

Whe his successor will be is un- 
Lnown. Friends of ex-Consul Ellas 
heve been working in his behalf, but 
it is not believed that he will get back 
his old place unless his sponsor, De la 
Narra, should actively ally himseif 
with Madero in the crushing of the 
present rebellion.

Hotel Capture. 


HIS CHECKS NOT GOOD 


PASSES MANY. 


HE alertness and vigilance of the 

members of the office staff at the 

Lankershim resulted yesterday in 
the capture of one of the smoothest 
bogus-check artists in the country, 
who registered there a week ago 
under the name of J. K. Mowbray, 
New Orleans. 

Mowbray appeared to be a very 
ordinary traveler, better looking per- 
haps than the average man, well set 
up and of good address. He arrived 
last Thursday and three evenings la- 
ter, appeared late one night, slightly 
battered up and with a tale of a 
hold-up. He declared that highway- 
men had stopped him, taken his watch 
and more than $40, leaving him in 
rather straitened circumstances un- 
til the arrival of his check from 
Johannasburg, Pa., at which place 
he declared the Mill Haven Lumber 
Company, which he purported to rep- 
resent, was located. 

The following day he approached 
Clerk Carswell for a small loan. 
which was made. Later in the even- 
ing he approached Carswell with a 
Check for $125, drawn against a 
Pennsylvania bank in his favor by 
the lumber company. Carswell did 


not care to take the responsibility of 
cashing it, and then Mowbray re- 


quested a loan of a fourth the amount 
while the check was being investi- 
gated. This also was refused. Later 
he tried to cash a check for $25 with 
the night clerk, Smith, and failed 
again. 

When he repeated the effort with 
Clerk Washington the alarm had been 
given and he was arrested by two 
detectives. His baggage included a 
memorandum showing the large list 
of places in which he had stayed. 
clerks and hotel proprietors he had 
met, and some figures apparently de- 
noting sums he had obtained from 
them. 

A large bunch of checks from 
various parts of the country, two or 
three rubber stamps bearing different 
firm names, and other incriminating 
evidence, were discovered. 

According to allegations of the po- 
lice and the American Hotel Protec- 
tive Association, Mowbray has oper- 
ated in Cleveland under the name of 
J. M. Des Rochers, Jr.: in Chicago 
as M. M. De Voe, in St. Paul and 
Mobile, as John Kane, and under a 
number of other aliases. It is also 
alleged by the police that he is the 
clever artist who has been circulating 
worthless checks in the city for sums 
varying from $10 to $100. His dis- 
position is awaited until receipt of 
instructions from St. Paul, where 
two warrants are in the hands of the 
officers for his arrest.

RAILWAY TO ASK FRANCHISE ON 
SAN PEDRO STREET. 


The Los Angeles Railway Corpora- 
tion will apply for a franchise for a 
third rall on San Pedro street. This 
long-sought improvement was agreed 
to Wednesday afternoon at a session 
of the special San Pedro-street com- 
mittee of the City Council by Counsel 
W. E. Dunn for the company. 

The property owners interested 
have been seeking such a service be- 
tween Sixth and Aliso streets for 
months, but the railway company has 
declined heretofore to listen to the 
suggestion, declaring the city is al- 
ready trying to take away its fran- 
chise for its present rain on San 
Pedro street for lines running from 
Fifth street south. 
One point of the proposition has 
not yet been accepted, although the 
committee, which consists of Council- 
men Topham. Lusk and Reed, is 
hopeful that there will be no delay 
on this account. It is that if the city

GIVES STATE CONTROL. 
— 

Supreme Court Decides Common- 
wealth Has Absolute Title to Prop- 

erty Sold for Taxes—Involved Case. 

Chief Justice Beatty of the Call- 
fornia Supreme Court signed a writ 
of error yesterday to the Supreme 
Court of the United States in the 
ease of the Merchants’ Trust Com- 
pany. executor of the will of Edwin 
R. Fox, against W. 8. Wright and 
others, involving the quieting of title 


to thirteen lots in the Electric Rail- 


way Homestead Association Tract. 

The case was before the Supreme 
Court before on appeal by the plain- 
tiff from a judgment in favor of the 
defendant, and was reversed. Upon 
a new trial judgment was rendered 
for the plaintiff and the defendants 
appealed. This decision was later af- 
firmed by the Supreme Court. 

The Supreme Court held in the 
Anal decision that when delinquent 
land owners have been accorded their 
eonstitutional rights to due process 
of law by blication of notice of dale 
to the Stafe and the State thereun- 
der acquires the property it takes 
(save as to the right given to re- 
deem by delinquent owners any time 
before an actual sale by the State) 
an absolute title to it, and may dis- 
pose of such property in any manner 
that it chooses.

The others 
testified that oil signs were abundant 
and in their opinion it was mineral- 
producing.
